ot tho Royal ocadoiny of London. 
My 


own proforenoo waa to adopt a stage ca- 
reer, nnd I prevailed" oh : my father to al- 
low mo to occompiiny him on ono of bis 
American tours. 
The upshot of it was 


that I finally obtained his consent to try 
my ability as an actor. 


''My professional debat was made at 


Abbey's Park theater, New York, in 1379,

It Is tlie 3llost rmiiotu 3n.vage Ceremonial 


In South Atrlai. 


The nbakwota 
dance, the ..wild, war 


flaiics of tile'Umtatji -youtus,-l9' tho most 
famous savnpo ceremonial in South Africa, 
aml.a.rlte seldom, witnessed by European 
eyes.

This tarbarlc danco has n curioag place 


In the trilml customs.. In. Umtatn, which 
Is tho native state In the e^st of. Capo Col- 
ony in. South Africa, eyory ablebodied" 
youth la taken from -his .parents, jurt be-, 
foru niTivIng at tho aga of manhood ard, 
maintained ui publip. eipensnfor one'year. 


During this transition.period the young 


men are known as abakwetas, or uco-' 
phytcs. By tbo chiefs and most skillful 
warriors they are trained in the use of 
arms and In-the practices .of war. All this, 
timo they are nut. suffered to visit their 
families, nor may their mothers even look 
upon them. 


Wliilo in tho abSkwctjv stage they are 


required to dance in.public onceovery two 
weeks, and upon tho mannur- In which 
thoy acquit themfielvea.mucli depends their, 
success in futuro lifo. • 


Tho diicccs lust -the entiro dny, from 


sunrise to subset, so that is is a terrific test 
bC endurance and spirit. Buttho duration 
of the dance is in itself lesa electing than 
tho costume which tradition prescribes 
must be worn. 


In preparing for -the odd ceremony the 


ubakwetas first strip themselves naked, 
and .smoM .their bodies over with white- 
clay, rubbing it on )u spots, so as to give 
tho effect of n leopard's skin. 
Thia Is 


thought to bo.Tery terrible and liiely to 
Inspire tho enemy with fear. 


Nest long bands of straw thatch are 


wnipped round fliciu, liko ballet skirts. 
There will usually bo'30 or 40 feet of this, 
and it will weigh BO or CO pounds. But 
tho weiglit is not the most trying discom- 
fort. 
The straws ere', sharp and are put 


next to the baro skin, so that at the end of 
tho dance it Is n matter of corn-so that tho 
loins'anil waists of "tho dancers ore row 
and bleeding. 


In order to conceal the features from 


tho moLhurs and families—for tho danco Is 
n public one—long capes of straw, much 
like tho skirts, aro worn over the face. 
These, too, aro hoc and heavy, and chafe 
tiio skin.

Tho nb.'ikweta who flags under tho fa- 


tigue or torturo of the dance is looked up- 
on In contempt. 
If ho brooks down com- 


pletely, ho is sent back to the women nnd 
forever loses his position in tiio tribe. Tho 
rest aro applauded end encouraged by their 
instructors. 


After a year of this .training they cease 


to bo nbakwetns find Become full fledged 
warriors, entitled to. all tho rights and 
privileges of men. Those who can surrive 
tho terrible training certainly have proved 
thpinselve^ fitted to undertake tho respon- 
sibilities o£ tho Soulh African waniorship.

-For the 
great nrti.-it, too, this was a first appear- 
once, for it was cho beginning of her season 
nt a place where, .the year before, she had 
won unparalleled fame. 


It happened that the queen entered tbo 


royal 'boi at the same moment that tho 
prmia donnrt stepped upon the stage.

stantly fi tumult o£ acclamation 'burst 
from every coruer of the theater. Jenny 
Lied modustly retired to the back of .tho 
Etnge, waiting till the demonstration of 
loyalty to tho sovereign should subside. 


Tho qup.en, refusing to appropriate; to 


herself that which sho Imagined .to bo in- 
tended fcr tho artist, made no acknowl- 
edgment. 
Tho cheering continued, in- 


creased, grew overwhelming, and etill 
there was no acknowledgment either from 
the stage or .the royal, bos.

tact, ran forward to the footlights &nd sabs; 
"God S.ivo the Queeu," which was caught 
up at the end of tho solo by the orchestra, 
chorus uncV audience.

How can It bo provontcd? Well, there 


nro several ways, and porhaps the moat ef- 
fectual Is to surround the lower p.irt of tho

.to preserve with a cylinder of tin to the 
bi;igbt"of about a foot and sunk a few 
inches into the ground. 
This cylinder 


should Dowlicrp touch Iho trnuk, but 
should hiivo a space about an inch deep 
nil aronnd between, it and tno bark. 
The result is that when an exploring ant 
climbs tho tin coil and reaches tho top ho 
finds an nnbrldged precipice before him, 
across which ho cannot jump and luta 
whoso dark depths bo is afrnid to venture. 


But many plants cannot be protected in 


this way, so more 'aggressive measures 
have to be taken. .Following tho roads 
tbat the Industrious creatures clear through 
tho grass, tbo weeds, or rough ground, ouo 
presently arrives at ono of the entrances to 
the subterranean passages leading to t>.a 
ni'st This is thronged with n busy crowd.

Qiiany times their 
own slzo tuward the hole. Five or six ars 
engaged in bringing a rosobud intact, but 
when they reach iho mouth of tbo passage 
they flud is too large for tho dctrancb.' 
They aro merely ''carriers" and can. do 
nothing to remedy this, butocoof their 
number rnsina off headlong into too hole 
and speedily returns with ono or two big- 
'ger fellows haying powerful incisors, wbo 
am "cutters'up." In a rclnuto tho rose- 
bud has boon dissected andls'boing triuni- 
pantly carried'to tho nest

fcT It» Application Tliroasli Troat Sharing 
Jlmtlce Will Co Dune, Sajrn a Preacher. 


Kov. B. Gwenycid Neivtou, a Congre- 


gational clergyman of -Cloveliind, hus 
recently been preaching on the subject 
of "CupHnl and Labor," and his fior- 
IUCOH have cuiisod considerable discus- 
sion. Some of tho rneii a-jtivo iu tho lu- 
bor ruovomet'.t of Cleveland htwo criti- 
cised tlie roverend gcutloman severely, 
even charging that ho fails to uuder- 
itand tho first principles of political 
economy. It may be that members o£ 
labor organlzutions are not in tho proper 
frarco ot mind to receivo their ccoaonjy 
from the pnlpit just ijov/, but sines tho 
elociiou isathiujjof tliupust it is likely 
that the preachers will again pay especial 
attention to Tho labor question and ask 
tho wcrkitigaicn to occupy tho pews 
while their affairs are discussed from 
tho standpoint of tho charch. 


That j\Ir. Ifowton belioves tho Eitnii- 


tion in perilous ia evident from tho con- 
cluding purtiuu of ouo of his scrmonn. 
That hu has found the remedy (which, 
by the way, ia not n new one) will be 
left to tho reader's decision. Hero ia 
what he says: 


"Tho 
laborer needs to urvueratftnd 


that wlillo the prescub circumstances 
tiist it in suicidal tohisbiist interestH to 
Book the extermination of private; enter- 
prise and tbo removal of tho capitalists. 
JCcithioj: but evil can como of nuclcres- 


. timatiug tho valoo of capital aud ita 


•worth to society. The foresight nud tho 
enterprise, tho business sagacity, the 
perseverance and the pradeuco which ic 
incorporates demand Ihe respect of all 
rational men. 
It has mado oar century 


what it is—Kiveu ns onr railwa3's, ma- 
chinery, Hchonls and colleges; huuce let 
labor fjuunl agiiiuBtcrying down cupital 
and so justify tho fear of many who look 
•with moro distrust npon tho radicalism 
of labor than, ou tlao conservatism cf 
capitnl. 


"On tho other hand,.it behooves cap- 


ita] to remember that itvfonld be disas- 
trous to tho v.'clfarn ot society in gener- 
al tiutl the capitalist iu partionlai1 to 
prostitute labor and to make tho laborer 
a slave. 
Tho wolfnro of ths capitalist 


depends upon tho wolfure of tho laborer. 
Prosperity canuofc comosavo by a recog- 
uitiou of mutual interests and co-opera- 
tion of heart and hand. 


"No %VIJD man will underestimate 


this origin iu thn history of industrial- 
ism. 
Wo liave Been that the best inter- 


ests of capital mid labor aro imperiled; 
that by tbo verdict of truth and justice 
both are guilty of tha charge of greed, 
ecllishness uud despotism, and in tho 
language of tho test, 'If they bite nnd 
devour cno another, thny will -ultimate- 
ly bo consumed one of another.' 


"Thus we have considered the princi- 


ple iuvolved, the policy instituted, tho 
perils incurred, and now let us consider 
our inherent prerogatives uud seek to ap- 
ply the principles of the Piinco of Peace 
to this present problem. This brings us 
to the cure. Tho gospel remedy and tho 
teaching of Christ on this question ia, 
'Love thy neighbor us thyself.1 Let la- 
bor lovo capital aud capital love labor. 
Idealizing the bond of brotherhood is 
alone tbe patn of peace. 
Lovo alone ia 


great enough to bridge- the chasm and 
uvert impending doom. Reason and re- 
ligion assert that the euro cau'ouly bo 
found in a system of profit sharing in 
which the employer joiua tho employee 
in au industrial partnership. Thus, hav- 
ing common interests, common hopes, 
common motives, common rewards, tbtiy 
will livo for each other. This joint un- 
dertaking seems tho ouly principle by 
which lubor aad capital can. bo hormo 
nizud. 


"Capital and labor, -what shall it be? 


Recoucilatioa or rain? Does capital say 
reconciliation? Lot it then acknowledge 
the laborer's right to organize in order 
to protect his interests and acknowledge 
his title to a larger sharo of the joint 
product than he is ut present receiving 
ucd thui seek peace. 


"Does the \vorkiugman say reconcili- 


ation? Lei liim then cease to believe 
that bo is tlio only creator of wealth, 
and that, therefore, ho should monopo- 
lize it. Let him ceaso to call capitalists 
enemies, swindlers oucl robbers. Let him 
remember thru ho may cripple by uu- 
reasonable demands healthy industry, 
but '•'nac in so doing ho ia working out 
hi.-; own destruction. Half hearted serv- 
ice injure.'! him who renders it. Let him 
aeck earnestly in tho best spirit arbitra- 
tion 011 all Jnbor disputes aud marl; well 
that prosperity racst come, not by any 
rmigic wand, but by iudnstry, tcmper- 
li'jcv. Uir:ft aud perseverance, 
High 


wa^es ciiu o:jly bo the result of whole 
Leaned service and tho restoration of 
smblie cuiiGclouix;. 


•"Slake ju.st and honorable couaes- 


d«r.s, seek the guidance of educated 
Oou?oieuce, enlightened'congress 'and 
enthroned Ciiri^t. Do this, and yon will 
love your neighbor as yourself, and cap- 
ital aud labor will continue to be work- 
ers, together wi;h God, iu converting the 
prairies into loitile plain?, aid in mak- 
ing the wikkTiicsa to blossom as tlio 
icse, aud tbe iaco of tho earth liko tho 
fuce of beuven."

misaiouer Stomp to doubt, scrionsly that 
there has been any material increase iu 
our foreign born population since 1898.

"Regarding only tho large number of 


arrivals, tho public mind becomes much 
ezaitod nnd urges restrictive legislation, 
hnt this apprehension would bo lesson- 
ed, if not entirely allayed, by a correct 
enumeration of these who depart never 
to retnru and of those who coma and go 
each year, engaging in work here during 
tha busy souson and returning to their 
own homos at other times, where they 
can live much more cheaply. In compli- 
ance with public demand measures havo 
been presented and ere now pending be- 
fore congress which will materially re- 
duco tho unmber and improve tho char- 
acter of alietiB seeking homes in this 
country and will tend to make tho in- 
flux approximate iu number tba losses 
from death aud the return of aliens to 
re-establish themselves in their native 
country."

Somo Old Pnllman. 


A Chicago special to the Et. Louis 


Eepublio'suys: Tho Pullman Palace Cur 
company has reduced the wages ot the 
employees in tho big shops at Pullman 
1C per cent. This not only applies to 
the few men who were employed regu- 
larly, but to all those who were laid oft' 
until tho election, and who are now be- 
ing gradually re-employed. In addition, 
it is snid, each re-employed workman 
must contract to livo in the town of 
Pullman and pay rent to tho company. 


Thousands of employees were laid off 


about a month bofore the election by 
the Pullman concern, the oscuso being 
that tho silver agitation had injured 
business. This was tho story told tho 
employees, but there aro said to be other 
reasons which tho company failed to 
make public. 


In th-a flrst placo, there were many 


workmen in the shops who Jived in 
Uoselandj Kensington and towns near 
Pallmnu. They had bought little homes 
aud were paying for them with money 
enrncd iii the Pullman shops. Tho num- 
ber of theso was gradually increasing, 
nud, as a result, many houses in Pull- 
man havo been va'caut a long time. 
Thero were also many workmen who did 
not caro to rent from thoir employer .be- 
cause of tho high rate charged tor dwell- 
ings, and they also songht homes out- 
sido of Pullman. All this was a great 
financial loss to tho company. 


In increasing its force now tho com- 


pany requires that alt workmen thall 
live in its houses, and it is claimed that 
no ouo has been takon back who has not 
mado such a contract,

Utah's Eight Eonr Law. 


The supreme court of the 
United 


States lias been called upon to deter- 
mine tho constitutionality of the law 
passed by tho Utah legislature limiting 
to eight hours a day's work in an un- 
derground mine in that state. Tho stat- 
ute provides that, except iu cases of 
emergency, where life or property is at 
stake, no one shall work more than eight 
hours n day in au underground mine, 
and that no ono shall employ a man so 
to do. Alfred F. Holdeu was convicted 
and fined by .1 justico of tlie peace in 
Salt Lako county for violating tho law, 
iii the employment of a miller wlio en- 


I gaged to work ten hours a; day.- He 
! sought releaso from tho custody of the 


I sheriff of Salt Lake county 'on; the 


ground that the law was unconstitu- 
tional, in that it was class legislation 
and restricted tho right of citizens to 
contract for labor as they chose. Failing 
to get relief from .tho shite.'courts, 
Holde.il appealed to tha supreme court 
of tho United States, by which, the case, 
has not yet been decided.

The German emperor, by the 
grace of tho czar, was enabled to kill 
two of thesis rare beasts, Tbe 738 red 
stags do not make .up a great bag com- 
pared with.-the recosJa of oldeu times. 
Tho elector of Brandenburg in 15SU 
killed 1,205 red deer, and the Count o.f 
Henueberg shot 1,003 reel deer in 15S1. 
Duka "William IV of Bavaria iu 154c 
got 1,032 red deer, and tho duke's son 
killed 4,783 red deer in 25 years. Tho 
late Dake of Sase-Coburg-Gdtha killed 
3,500 red deer -and 2,000 chamois, bat 
the duke's bag is regarded as tbe largest 
made in this century by any man. 
The 


duke's ancestor, Elector John George 
I, shot 47,230 red deer. 


The greatest bags of fallow deer, so 


far as is known, were those of Elector 
John George I iu IGll-GG and of his 
son, John George IIJ Tha former got 
1,043 fallow deei, and the-son, between

History. 


St. Louis, Dec. 10.—The Iron mountain 


taut express tra.ln. outgoing, was held up 
one mile from the L'nlon station, within 
the city limits, last night at 9:30 by six 
muslced men. The express sate could I 
not be opened and the bandits fled with- i 
out booty.

One of the men stood In the center of I 


the track and waved a.red Uintern. signl- \ 
lying that danger was ahc-ud. The engi- 
neer stopped the train, and no sooner 
had he done so than two masked .men 
Jumped on the crglno cub, and, jiutting 
revolvers to his head, told him to hold 
the- engine :jtill on pain of denth. Two 
of the other robbers made for the ex- 
press car, wlule; the remaining two stood 
guard outside. In less than 15 minutes 
tilt whole thins; was over, and the con- 
ductor hastened tu the nearest telephone 
and n'ltllii'd the polict. 


A3 soon au Hie matter was reported 


a; th<_- central station every detective on 
hand was called Into service, and on In- 
structions of Chief at Detectives Des- 
mond, sent out on the ease. The con- 
ductor telephoned in a description of the 
men as near aa he could, but. owing to 
the fact that they all wore masks, It v/aa 
but meagre. 


\Yorci was gent to every police officer 


on duty In the city to be on the lookout 
tcr suspicious characters. 
Officers oft 


duty were called In, and sent out to 
search every tough resort In the city 
where thelves are known to hangout. 


The robbers had planned the job well, 


for within two minutes they had disap- 
peared from view, for boldness, the rob- 
bery hau no equal In the annals of train 
hold-ups In Missouri. It is believed by 
the police that the three men who re- 
cently entered the office cif the Home 
Krewlrife- company In 1/pjad daylight, 
bound and gagged the office employes 
and got uway with S1000, were leaders In 
this Job. 


The two robbers who went to the ex- 


press car demanded admittance, but Ex- 
press Messenger Vf. J. Egan refused to 
let them In. They threatened to kill 
him If he did not, and this threat falling, 
they placed a stick of dynamite at the 
car door and blew It to pieces, badly 
shattering one side of the car. 


Fortunately It was a through car, and 


the money was In a time lock sale. 
Finding their efforts useless to blow open 
the safe, the robbers jumped ^om the 
car and notified their companions on the 
engine that they had failed to secure 
anything. 


Conductor "William Hall came forward 


to learn what had occurred. He waa 
met by one of the thieves, who, pointing 
a revolver at his hc-ad, ordered him to go 
to the rear of the train. The robbers 
then left and Engineer TVllllam Green 
started the train.

DEAD BODIES. 


insurgents Do Not Believe 


the Report.

Habann,, Dec. 10.—The confident claims 


ot the Spanish officials that they have 
abundant proof of the death of Antonio 
Maceo and his young aide, Francisco 
Gomez, son of Maximo Gomez, continue 
without abatement. The details which 


Iwere announced yesterday, however, of 
the facts relied upon Cor the Identifica- 
tion of the two Cubans, have caused an 
undercurrent of doubt in this city. 


Major Clrujeda, who commanded the 


Spanish forces In the engagement at 
PuntB. Brava on Monday, and whose 
troops discovered the two bodies and 
gavn the evidence of Identification, h.as 
consented to be Interviewed on the cir- 
cumstances of the cose. He said that 
when the rebels were routed It was evi- 
dent that the body of the chief was 
abandoned on the field. The Spanish 
column, without stopping to explore the 
field, -went In hot pursuit of the insur- 
gents and followed them for a. mile or 
more. Meantime, young Gomez Is sup- 
posed to have committed suicide by 
Maceo's side. 


"While the troops -were returning to 


Guatao, after the pursuit, had ceased, 
various guerrillas belonging to Major 
Cirujeda's command went over the field 
where the route of the Insurgents had 
occurred and searched the bodies re- 
maining there for anything of Impor- 
tance. 


"The body of Maceo," Major Clrujeda 


continued, "was relieved of a ring, cloth- 
Ing, 
etc. The ffuerllla who performed 


the act was, at the time, quite unaware 
that the body was that of Maceo. In 
fact little attention was paid to the 
Identity of the bodies. It was already 
dark on the field, and It was raining: 
Various 
other 
bodies 
were 
also 


searched." 


It was an adjutant, according to Major 


Clrujeda's further statement, who In- 
sJsted that the above mentioned body 
and the other, which was lying by Its 
side, were evidently of first rate impor- 
tance, and that they must not thus be 
left without Identification. 


"The two bodies were .therefore tied 


by the feet to the tails of some horses," 
Major Clrujeda went on to relate, "and 
thus dragged over the ground, the In- 
tention being to carry them to town for 
Identification. But after proceeding for 
a mile the homes become tired with their 
burden, and the bodies were therefore 
cut loose and left In the road." 


When tho troops reached 
Guartao, 


Major Clrujeda proceeded to read the 
documents which had been found upon 
the bodies, and which were described in 
news dispatches. After reading these 
documents, Major Clrujeda says, he be- 
came convinced that the bodies which the 
troops had abandoned were those of 
Antonio Maceo and young Gomez. But 
it was then too late to return and recover 
them. Major Clrujeda, however, ex- 
presses the firm conviction that they 
were those of 
Maceo and 
Maximo 


Gomez's son. 


With the Insurgents In. this battle, 


Major Clrujeda aays, was a beautiful 
Amazon about £2 yeara^ of age, who 
urged the rebels "A la machete," but at 
the same time interposed to prevent the 
killing of the prisoners. 


Major Cirujeds, has taken charge of 


the objects found on the body said to 
be lhat of Maceo for further examina- 
tion. There were a gold watch, a splen- 
did pair of cuff buttons, made by Moreau 
Torln, Paris, with five pointed stars on 
them and Inclosed In a big strapped 
leather case; a hunting knife, with an 
ebony handle and gold mounted, and a 
good waterproof coat. All of these were? 
taken from the body by the scout Santa 
Ana. 


It Is thus seen that there has been no 


actual Identification of the bodies them- 
selves, the conviction as to their Identity 
resting upon the evidence of documents 
and articles found upon them. There Is 
no doubt, however, of the assurance of 
the general public here that Maceo Is 
dead. It la pointed out that he met his 
death-In a manner similar to that of 
Jose Marti and Zayas. His loss Is re- 
garded a« the heaviest blow the revolu- 
tion has received, and it. is felt that his 
continued life was all that could save 
the Insurgent movement. He was the 
most striking personal character of tha 
outbreak. 


Story Not Thought to Be True. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 10.—A special 


to The Citizen from Key West says: 
The correspondents' reports from Ha- 
bana differ In details reg'arding the re- 
ported death of Maceo. The story Is not 
thought to be true, but it Is believed to 
have been sent out by the Spanish gov- 
ernment to stop action In congress for 
the relief of the Insurgents. American 
correspondents sent couriers to the 
scene of the battle, but they-were chased 
batk to the city by tbe Spanish troops. 
General Weyler telegraphed from Ar- 
temlsa to Habana for re-enforcements 
on Dec. 7, stating that he had Maceo 
hemmed In, Two shiploads of troops 
went Into Habana as the Olivette passed 
out. 


Captain I.ane Goes Back. 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 10.—Captain 


George H. Lane, who has been in this 
city for the past three weeks recover- 
ing from wounds received while fighting 
with General Gomez In Cuba, returned 
nast night to Join his command of west- 
ern cowboys. Before leaving he stated 
in regard to the reported death of Gen- 
eral Maceo that It waa undoubtedly a 
Spanish lie. He said that he was fa- 
miliar with the country and Maceo's 
movements, .and that" it was very Im- 
probable that tbe Cuban general waa 
anywhere Jiear the place where he has 
been reported to have been killed:

But fee black ant, which Is 
alxmt the size of his brown coated brother, 
does terrible damage tb the most"-dellonte 
plants.' If one'd holjby is j:bo cultivation of 
rases, ami ''o'iio is just, expecting n rich 
harvest of tho choicest ef^iliuens, it is da- 
cidedely nnnoylni; to flmi','when going out 
ono morning to observe tbolr progress, that 
tho ants'5-hava appreciated their delicacy 
also, and fcein£ up curliest ]]avo already 
etrippad. nearly every treo of leaves nud-, 
flowers. A pile"of- spoils is still lying 
nround the rooti and being rapidly carried 
oway along tho highroad that they have 
made to their storehouse, perhaps a mile or 
more distant.

How can1 it be pri'.vcrjtod? Well, there

Mr. Horbert H. Smitii, .tii'd collector and 
naturalist, gives a vivid picture of tho 
roach nuisance In tho tropics: 


"Cockraiiolios are so common In Brazil- 


ian country bouses that nobody pays any 
attention to them. They havo -on - un- 
pleqsnut way, ot getting Into; provision 
boxes, aad they deface ; books, sliooH, anil 
soiuetimes clothing. .Whoro wall paper Is 
used they coon eat 16 off In unsightly 
patches, no doubt socking tho paste Ix;- 
noath. But at Corumba, on tho upper 
Paraguay, I camo norosa tho cockroach In 
n now rolo. . .In the houso where wo wera 
staying there were nearly a. dozen chil- 
dren', and every ono of them hod ils eye- 
lashes more or leas eaten off by cock- 
roaches — a large brown Bpcclcs, ono of 
tbo commonest kind throughout Brazil. 
Tho eyelashes wero bitten oil irregularly, 
In some cases quite oloso to tho 11(1. Liku 
most Brazilians, those children had very 
long; black eyelashes, and their appear- 
anoo, thus defaced , waiodd euaagb.

trouble was confined to children, I sup- 
pose, because tbey oro heavy sleepers and 
do not disturb tho Insoats at work. My 
wife and I sometimes brushed cockroaches 
from our faces aC night, but thought noth- 
lng:iuora of tho innttcr.

bite off bits of tho too nulle. Bra/lllanl 
very properly oncourago tho largo houso 
spideri" because thoy tend to rid the house

Rev. B.Gwenydd Newtou, u Cougre- 


gatiODEl clergyman of (Jlovtland, has 
recently been preaching on thu subject 
of "Capital and Labor," and his eor- 
mona have caused considerable discus- 
sion. Some of the men active iu tbe la- 
bor movement of Clevaluuil liivvo criti- 
cised the reverend gentleman severely, 
«veii charging tbat he fails to ucdur- 
itand tho first principles of political 
economy. It inuy bo tbat mciubcra o£ 
labor organizations are not iu the proper 
Irnmo o£ iiiiucl to zeceivo thoir economy 
from tlio pulpit just now, but siuco iho 
election isaihiuj;0' thopast it ia likely 
that tin; preachers wil) again pay especial 
attention to the labor question and ask 
tho wcirkiiiKHien to occupy tba pews 
vshilo thbir flfiaira ar« discussed from 
the stciudpciint of the- cburch. 


Tout _\Ir. Newton, believes the situa- 


tion id perilous is evident from tho con- 
cluding* portion of ouo of hia sermons. 
That hi has fonod tho remedy (which, 
by tbo ivey, is not a new one) will bo 
left to tho render's decision. Here in 
•what ho says: 


"Tho laborer needs to uimeritand 


tbat -while tho preEont circumstances 
exist it ia scicidnl tohiBbost iutc.u'cEts to 
seek till ojcctriiiinatioii of private enter- 
prise! ai.d thu removal of tha cupitulifits. 
Kotliing but evil can come of Endures- 
timatiDg the value of capital und its 
•worth to society. The foresight and tho 
enterprise, tha business sagacity, tho 
perseverance nuci tbo prndnnco which it 
iJjcoi-poralOH demand tho respect of all 
ratiouul men. 
It has made onrceutnry 


what it ifi—yivou TIB our railways, ma- 
chinery, Bchools and colleges; bunco let

Tho welfare of the capitalist 


depends npon tho-welfare of tho laborer. 
Prosperity cannot cornoauTO by n recog- 
DJtion of juctcal Intereata and co-opera- 
tion of heart nnd hand. 


"No wise mau will underestimate 


t'jis crisis in tho history of industrial- 
ism. 
Wo lir.vo eeen that tbe best inter- 


ests of OEipital and labor are imperiled; 
that by tbo verdict of truth and justice 
both uro guilty o£ the chargo of greed, 
Helflsbnesa and despotism, imd in tho 
languiigo of the test, 'If they bite nnd 
dfivonr ono another, they will ultimate- 
ly bo consumed one of another.' 


"Thus wo biivo considered the princi- 


ple involved, tho policy instituted, tbe 
perils incurred, and now let us consider 
our iuhurcQt prerogatives and seek to ap- 
ply the principles of thaPiinceof Pence 
to this preson: problem.

er general of immigration shows that 
the total arrivals during tho fiscal year 
aggregated 343,207, an increase of 84,- 
708 over the piecodiiig year. Of this to- 
tal 840,408 were landed uud 2,709 were 
debarred aad deported at the cspenso of 
tlie various Hteamsliip lines by which 
they cumo to this country. O£ thoso de- 
ported- 776 were nadcr contract to per- 
form labor in tho United States made 
prior to their arrival, uud 2,023 wero 
retiiTDed an beiougiiiy to tho classes of 
aliens prohibited admittance) by His act 
of Maruh 8, 18»1. 


In addition to tho abOT'o debarred im- 


migrant« tboro wers retnrued duriug 
tho dame period to thoconntries whence 
they renpeclively cnme 238 who hnd be- 
corDd pnblio charges within ouo year aft- 
er their arrival in tho Dnited States. 
Tho report culls attention to tho fact 
that 110 immigrant lauded in this coun- 
try within tho past year. i3 now a harden 
npon any pnblio or private institution. 


With EOJUO exceptions, tha coiumis- 


eionci1 eny?, tho pbyniual characteristics 
of tho year's imrnigrntion wero those of 
r. hardy, Bound, laboring clSEE, iiccag- 
tomecl fiud apparently well'able to earn 
n livelihood wherever 'capable and in- 
clustriona labor can sr.cnro employment. 
As lo occupation, it was composed 
largely of tho classes designated ns 
skilled asd unskilled laborers, willi 
somo professionals. 
Tho amonnt of 


money brought into the country by im- 
migrants waa at least §-4,017,318, aud 
probably was largely ill aicoes of theso 
figures, einco only, thoso Laviiic less 
than 530 are required to disclose tho ex- 
act amounts they havo respectively. 


A comparison of tbo figures of the 


past yoar with the average annual im- 
migation for the preceding ten years 
discloses a decrease of over ai por cent, 
nnd tho largo unrubor who annually re- 
turn to thair own cduntry loads Com- 
missioner Stump to doubt seriously thnfc 
tbtro has beou any material increase in 
our foreign born population since 1893. 
On this lino tho commissioner observes: 


"Regarding only tho largo iinraber cf 


arrivals, tlio public mind becomes much 
excited and urges restrictive legislation, 
hut this apprehension \vould bo lessen- 
ed, if not entirely allayed, by a correct 
enumeralioa of thcso wlio depart j;ever 
to return and cf those who come aud go 
each year, engaging in work here during 
tho busy season and returning to their 
own homes at other times, where they 
can. livo much more cheaply. In compli- 
ance vrith public uomaud measures havo 
been pi-esanted and are now pending be- 
foro congress which will materially re- 
duco tho cumber and improve tho char- 
acter of nlieus seeking horces in this 
country and will tend to mate tho in- 
flux approximate in Dumber tho losses 
from death and tbo return of aliens to 
re-establisli themselves in their native 
country." 


Siuno Old Paltiaan. 


A Chicago special to ths St. Louis 


Republic says: The Pnllmau Palace Car 
company has reduced tho wages of the 
employees in the big shops at Pullman 
15 per cent. This not only applies to 
the few men who were employed regn- 
Inrly, but to all those who weua laid off 
until the election, and who are now be- 
ing gradually re-omployed. In addition, 
it is snid, each re-employed workman 
must contract, to live iu the town oil 
Pullman acd pay rent to tbe company. 


Thousands of employees wore laid off 


about n month before tbe election by 
the Pullman concern, tho excuse being 
that the silver agitation had injured 
business. This was the story told the 
employees, but there are said to be other 
reasons which tba company failed to 
make public. 


In tha first place, there wero many 


workmen in the shops who lived in 
Boseland, Kensington and towns near 
Pullman. Thoyhad bought littla homes 
and were paying for them with money 
earned in the Pullman shops. Tho num- 
ber of these was gradually increasing, 
and, 
as a result, many houses in Pull- 


man have been vacant a long timo. 
There were also many workmen who did 
not cure to reut from their employer bo- 
cause of the high rate charged for dwell- 
ings, and they also sought homes out 
side of Pullman. All this was a great 
financial loss to tho company. 


In increasing its force now tbe com- 


pany requires that all workmen shall 
livo in its booses, and it is claimed that 
no one lias becu taken back who has not 
mado such a contract.

It may bo tbat wo 
need to declare martini law, if such a 
thing is legal. Bntiuasmnch ns the vot- 
ers, by an overwhelming majority, luvu 
approved of federal interference, I ;urun 
favor of having some of tho interference 
right hero, to that wo will not havo to 
etaDil tlio expense of protecting a few 
mine ovrnera.—Denver News.

' SocUQ Discontent: 


Among ths most enlightened peoples, 


like England and America, there is at 
tho present timo tha most prbi'oaDd and 
•widespread social discontent. It ia a 
startling fact that this should, bo con- 
fined to Bomo of tha most enlightened 
peoples. Social discontent is a hopeful 
sign and exists only where there is at 
least a promise of betterment. 


Most of the people among whom the 


ferment of discontent is working com- 
monly misinterpret tbe symptoms. The 
advocates of social reform qnito com- 
monly take tbe position that tbe exist- 
ence of popular unrest is a sign that 
things are in a very bad way. indeed, 
even as bad as, if not worse than, in the 
past, while, on the other hand, tha more 
prosperous nnd well to do classes are 
likely to treat this social unrest as with- 
out any sufficient cause, recognizing 
ouly the disturbance and inconvenience 
which it causes to themselves. 


This social discontent itsolf is always 


a hopeful sign and is always good. Men 
ought to be discontented with any con- 
dition of things short of perfection. Dis- 
content merely means hunger for a bet- 
ter condition.—Rav. Minot J. Savage. 


Dtali's Eight HOOT JLai?. 


The supreme court of tbe 
United 


States has been called upon to deter- 
mine .the constitutionality of tho law 
passed by the Utah legislature limiting 
to eight hours a day's work in ail un- 
derground mine in that stato. The stat- 
ute provides that, except in cases of 
emargency, where life or property is at 
stake, no ono shall work mora than eight 
hours a day in nn underground mine, 
and that no one shall employ a man so 
to do. Alfred JF. Holden was convicted 
and fined by n justice of the peace in 
Salt Lake county for violating tho law, 
in the employment of a minor who en- 
gaged to work ten hours a day. Ha 
sought release from tha custpdy of the 
sheriff of Salt Lake county on 
the 


ground thab the low was unconstitu- 
tional, iu that it was class legislation 
and restricted the right of citizens to 
contract for labor as they chose. Failing 
to get relief from the . state :courts, 
Holden appealed to tho supreme court 
of the United States, by which tha oasa 
has not yet been decided.

Dakci William IV of Bavaria in 154E 
got 1,032 red deer, and tho duke's eon 
tilled 4,783 red deer in 25 years. Tho 
late Duko of Saxe-Cobnrg-G~otha killed 
3,500 red deer and 2,000 chamois, bat 
the duke's bag is regarded aa the largest 
made iu this centnry by any man. Tho 
duke's ancestor, Elector John George 
I, shot 47,239 red deer.

Held Up by Robbers at St, 


Louis, 


SIX 
MASSED 
MEN DID THE 


JOB? 


The Robbery tho Boldest in 


History. 


Et. Louis, Deo. 10.—The Iron mountain : 


fast express train, oulgDlng, was hold up 
> 


one mile from the Union station, within 
the city limits, last night at 0:30 by (fix 
masked men. The express sato could 
not be opened and the landlts [ltd with- 
out booty. 


One at the men stood ln.th'e center ol 


tire truck and waved a reel lantern, signi- 
fying that danger was ahead. The enyl- 
neer stopped the train, and no sooner 
had he Cone so than two masked men 
Jumped on tht engine cab. and, putting 
revolvers to Ills head, told him to hold 
the- cnglno still on pain o£ death. Two 
of thu "other robbers made for the ex- 
press car, while the remaining two stood 
guard outs-Ide. In less than 15 minutes 
iht whole thine was over, and the con- 
ductor hastened to the nearest telephone 
and notified the police. 


As soon as the matter wa3 reported 


at the central station every detective on 
band wits called Into service, and on in- 
utructlona ot Chief o£ Detectives Dea- 
mond, sent out on the case. The con- 
ductor telephoned In a. description of toe 
men as ntar as he could, but, owing to 
the fact that they all wore masks, It was 
but mi-asre. 


Word v;ag sent to every police ofBcer 


on duty In the city to be'on the lookout 
for suspicious characters. 
Officers off 


fluty %vere called in, and sent out to 
ncarch every lough resort In the ol:y 
where thelves arc known to hangout. 


The robbers had planned the Job well, 


for within two minutes they had disap- 
peared from view. P'or boldness, th& rob- 
bery has no equal In the annals of train 
hc'd-ups In Missouri. It Is believed by 
the police that the three men who re- 
contly entered the office ot the Home 
}:rewhiE company In l/waod daylight, 
bound and i;asged the office employes 
and sot away with $1000, were leaders In 
this Job. 


The two robbers who went to tho ex- 


press car demanded admittance, but Ex- 
press Messeijgor W. J. Egan refused to 
let them .In. .They threatened to klJl 
him If he did not. and this threatfalllnt'. 
they placed a stick of dynamite at the 
car door- and blew It to pieces, badly 
•hatter-ing one olde of the car. 


Fortunately it was a through car, and 


the money was In a time lock safe. 
Finding their efforts useless to blow open 
the safe, the robbers Jumped ^rom tie 
car and notified their companions on the 
engine that they had failed to secure 
anything. 


Conductor "William Hall came forward 


to learn what had occurred. He was 
met by one of the thieves, who, pointing 
a revolver a.t his head, ordered him to go 
to the rear oC the train. The robbers 
then left and Engineer William Greec 
started the train. 


At Jefferson Barracks Express Mes- 


senger Egan said the Pacific Express 
company had lost nothing. 
"Had it 


been on EL local Instead of a through train 
they might have secured some booty, 
but the through cars always carry bur- 
glar-proof time lock safes." 


The place where the robbery occurred 


•was at Bates street crossing. There Is a 
deep cut there, and the noise of the ex- 
ploding dynamite was smothered by the 
cliffs at each side ol the track. 


Charged \VICn Asiaalt. 


Blddeford, Me., Dec, 10.—John Thlbo- 


deau, aged 35 years, second hand of tha 
spinning room In the Laconla.ir.ills. was 
arrested yesterday afternoon on a war- 
rant charg-lne him with assault on Peter 
Ache, aged l-l. and operative In the spin- 
ning room. Ache Is reported to be at the 
point of death as the result of Injuries 
said to have followed the throwing of a 
Ijo'.ibln at him, by th& second hand. 
Thibodeau will be detained to await the 
result of Ache's Injuries. Last Saturday 
Ache ajid another mlllhand were fool- 
ing, when a bobbin was thrown, badly 
cutting Ache's head. Thibodeau claims 
that the bobbin, was thrown to scare tho 
bo-ys and not with the Intent to do In- 
Jury.
